TLt^ peo]>Ie of Keiitncky will fet'l ijitef- 
ested in knowing something of the history 
of the man who, going into the con ventioh 
with a forlorn h ope of only six votes, 
sacceeded in vanqaishinK' three of the 
shrewdest politicians and ni'-st poinilar 
gentlemen in Northeastern Kentucky. 
; The life of Col. .Tolin Smith Hurt has been 
an exriting nnd eventful one. He is a 
handsome man, standing full six feethi^h, 
fine figure, I hu k hair and ej'ea and with 
a cast of countenance denoting great de- 
termioation of character. He was born in 
Montgomery connty, Ky., on the 2lPt C'f 
Ma v^ 1828. His mother was a Virginian 
by birth, and his father a South Carolinian, 
who died when Col. Hurt was only four 
years of age 

m the country log scliool house which he 
attended during the winter months and 
working on tiie farm in the summer. Flis 
first teacher was Perry Williams, a brotiier 
of Senator John S. NVilliama. He after- 
ward atteu'led the atadeiny in Mt. Ster- 
lin^j for one year, and tlien removed to 
Owingsville. On account of failing health 
he was advised and did go to a sulphur 
sprinuin Fleming county, where he taught 
school in order to defray his expeniies. 
The Mexican war breaking out iu the 
spring of 184G, he joined a company of vol- 
unteers raised in Bath county by Capt. 
Fletcher. Learning that this company 
could not be received, and tin ling that 
two of his brothers had volunteered in 
Capt. Tar])in'8 company "f Montgomery, 
he«joiiU'(l that company. This company 
was attached to the Second Kentucky, 
Col. McKee and Lieutenant Colonel Clay 
commanding. He was at and took an 
active uart in the battle of Bueua Vista. 
After the close of this war he returned to 
Owingsville and began the study of law 
under F. Rand, now of Indianapolis, and 
completed his studies with the late Hon. 
\.. Trunibo. Like thousands of other 



which was supplied with arms from the 
arsenal at Frankfort. This company was 
stationed a^ the Olympian Springs on the 
2yth of September, 1861, when he immedi- 
ately began recruiting a regiment, which 
wasafterwnfd known as the Twenty-fourth 
Kentucky Infantry. After recruiting about 
400 men at this i»lace he was joined by 
C bl. Grig-sby with one conipany, and arms 
and provisions were fnnii.-^hed "the men by 
the ordinance and quartermaater's depart- 
ments at Frankfort. He then held the 
rank of Major. This force was attache<l 
to that under command of Gen. Nelson 
and ] articipated in the Piketon expedi*^ 
tion. He was api>ointed hv Nelson com- 
mander of the Light Battalliou, composed 
of five companies, which formed the ad- 
vance until Pj-estonbur^' was r^^ached. 
This battalion and the Thirty-third Ohio, 
under command' of the late Gen. Sill, were 
detached to pass up John's creek to Pike- 
ton which thev did nn<l captured that 

His education was obtained P^"^« J'^/^.''^ Nelson's arrival, he having 

been detained by a skirmish at 1 w moun- 
tain. Gen. Nelson then ord* red tlie then 
uncompleted Twenty-louith Kentucki' 
back to the Olympian Springs to finish re- 
cruiting. They were then mustered into 
the military service of Kentucky for one 
year and ordered immediately to Lexing- 
ton. Having but seven companies, the 
organization was here completed by the 
addition of three companies — one' from 
Laurel, one from Rockcastle and one from 
Clay county. On the olst of January, 
1802, the regiment was mustered into tlie 
service of the United States and ordered 
t J Louisville, and from there to Bardstovvn. 
Here they joined the regular army of 
Kentucky under Gen. BueTl and were at- 
tached to Wagner's briyaile of Gen. Wood's 
division. He w.as at the battles of Shilch 
and Perryville, after which he was at- 
tached to the 2r>rd army ci'ops, Col. Grigsby 
having resigned his commission, he waa 
commissioned colonel by Gen. Robinson, 
governor of Kentucky, and continued in 
command until mustered out of the ser- 
vice at Covington, Ky., in .lauuary, ISGo. 
His regiment was at the siege of Knox- 
vilie, and was in ( Jen. Woodford's divis-

CaHfoiiiia gold fever broke out in 18o9, 
with thirteen men and three wagons he 
cros.sed tlie plains and arrived at Coioma, 
then Suter's Mill, on the 2ilth day of 
August of the same year, only thirty wa- 
gons having crossetl in advance. He left 
Suter's Mill in a few davs and went to 
Placerville, th«n called Hangtown, and 
commenced his mining operations. He 
was present and participated in a public 
meeting that passed the first miniu}^ laws 
of California.

(CONTINIE J I R^M FIRST !*AGE.) 

Twenty-fourth Kentucky was ordered back 

toCoviiigton preparatory to being mustered 
t)at of the service, wliich they were on 
January 31, 1865. While stationed at Cov- 
ington the Presiflential election of 1864 
came off, Lincoln and AlcClellan being the 
candidates. 

He voted for McClellan, together with 
the most of his men, and ptioceoded in 
carryinjr the Fifth, the only ward carried 
by McClellan in the city. In Jane, 1866, 
1h» was nominated for confH'ess by the ccm- 
jseryative or Democratic party oi the ninth 
district of Kentticky, and made the race 
against Samuel M< Kee, but on ncconnt of 
the existence of the expatriation law and 
the presence of soldiers at the voting pre- 
cinctB he was defeated, aUhoa|;h he car- 
ried McKee's and his own native county 
by 400 majority, Mason by 300 majority 
and also carried Bath and Fleminjr coun- 
ties. Relieving that the" war should en«l 
in fact as well aa in name, during tiuit 
campaign he argued the repeal of all expa- 
triation laws so tlint all citizens of Ken- 
tucky should be placed on the same foot- 
ing. The fruits of this good work were 
made evident when the next Legislature 
assembled. In 1868 he voted for Seymour 
against Grant, but in 1872, the Democrats 
having failed to nominate a man, and 
Greely and Grant both being Republicans 
nominated by Republican conventions, 
and believing that the Demoeratic partv 
had abandoned their standard, he prefer- 
red, on personal grounds, to support Grant 
who had shown such liberal terms at the 
surrender of Lee at Aj'poiuattox to Greely, 
who had written and Siiid so much to en- 

fender hate between the north and south, 
n 187^1 he voted for Til len a^'ainst Hayes 
and then believed and still believes that 
Tilden was lawfully elected President of 
the United States and that it was an out- 
rage on the election franchise of the coun- 
try that he should bv fraud have been de- 
prived of his seat, in 1880 he voted for 
Hancock against (Turfield. He luis held 
no office since his race with McKee. Al- 
though not a candidate, Bath county since 
instructed her delegates to vote for him 
for congress at the Vancebura congres- 
sional convention, but he wonld not allow 
the use of his name a^'ain-^^t Judge Phister, 
who was nominated and elected. lu the 
A [ipelate convention of 1879, he sarvived 
all other candidate's except Hargia and 
Keid, Bath county voting for him till the 
last. 

Such is the man who will be elected to 
c<»ngress from the ninth congressional dis- 
trict of Kentucky in November by a ma- 
jority of 2,500 votes against any man whom 
the fit publicans may nominate at Catletts- 
burg, Tuesday. 

A Woman Who It to Wear Troaurs. 

San Francisco Chronicle : Yesterday the 
Social Science Sisterhood, of which Sister 
Stow is president, held its second annual 
conference. Sister Stow hastened to an- 
nounce that she Mouhl wear trousers on 
tlie lit of January. She said: ''I shall 
wear the trousers in i)ublic. I called on 
the chief of polii e, and told him of my inten- 
tion, and asked him if I could count on 
the protection of the force, but like a man 
he refused it. Rut I defy the police, and I 
am determined to discard the petticoast; 
tronsers, anyway, are woman's by right 
and history. I call them trousers l»ecause 
1 don't like the word pantaloon, nor what 
it means. Pantaloon is from two words 
signifying 'to cover the heel,' and as man's 
heel is anything but a hand.some object, 
he's welcome to it.
